Above all, while on the Sabbath 
you hang on his lips, lift up to God sileat ejac- 
ulations for the blessing of Jehovah on those 
of his bearers, not forgetting yourself among 
them all, te whom he nay address words fitly 
spoken. Bring to your pastor's study those 
whose minds are seriously impressed by the 
word preached, and whose impressions have 
been deepened by your instrumentality, for in 
so doing you will cheer the soul of your spiritu- 
al guide and save your own,

DR. CHALMERS AS A PREACHER, 
From an article in the last number of the Bitlical 
Repository, by Mr. Sam’'l G. Brow 1, Madover. 

The manner of Dr. Chalmers, like every 
thing else about him, is peculiar, His fice, 
before he speaks, looks long and dull, but as 
he rises, it shortens, and is lighted up till it 
glows with animation and earnestness. His 
accent is the broad Seotch, and in the delivery 
of his eermons, his body is bent forward over 
the pulpit, his right hand strongly grasping his 
white handkerchief is constantly oceupied in 
one vehement up-and-down gesture, while his 
left, placed upon the paper, carefully follows 
the lines; as it were holding the iron while he 
strikes. So intensely is he engaged, that bis 
voice often rises almost toa scream, and breaks, 
and with the perspiration rolling from his fore- 
head, he is sometimes so exhausted as to he 
obliged to rest, and even to give out a few 
verses of a hymn to be sung. The pause how- 
ever seems only to increase the already excited 
interest of his hearers, instead of diminishing 
it. When he delivered his astronomical dis- 
courses inthe Tron church at Glasgow, not 
only the church, but, (which was a very une 
common circumstance,) the street even to its

It could never be said of him, that “ his 
text would suit any sermon, and his sermon 
any text.’ Every sermon is individual, and 
camplete. Does he preach from the words, | 
“Whatsoever ye would that men should do 
unto you, do ye even so to them?” he contines | 
himself to the ** Great Christian law of reci- 
procity between man and man.” Dees he in-! 
troduce as his subject, the love of money? then 
he preaches on the love of money, Some 
preachers with bewildered, or weak, or de- 
ranged have viewed every possible 
shade of Christian privilege or duty, every doc-

Perhaps he thought that, following nature, the 
skeleton should be as much as possible cou-! 
‘ealed by the soft and fair flesh, instead of 
standing out, lean-ribbed, sharp-jointed, and 
Indeed he does not lay out the subject 
upon the table, and like the anatomical demon- 
strator, with scalpel and forceps, coldly dissect 
away the integuments, and show you the 
nerves, and heart, senseless and lifeless. No 
such work of death ishis. ‘Phe heart he shows 
is beating with strong pulsations, full of life 
and feeling. His breath is the breath of life, 
and he breathes it into every truth he touches, 
and you see the form grow and expand, as lite 
The there aeorl 
you behold at first, and he unfolds the spread-! 
ing oak which was so curiously wrapped ap in 
the acorn, just as the rain and the sunshine 
would unfold it, tll you ean lean against it, 
and rest under its shade. And as we have said 
without metaphor, it is the oak which he un- 
folds. He does not weave the tvy among tt 
branches, though the sight would be beautiful 
nor plant in its top the parasitic misletor 
though a druid might therefore worship at it 
foot. 

Perhaps no sermon will afford a better illus 
tration of many of the foregoine remarks, thar 
that on the text, “ Therefore all things what 
svever ve would that men should do to you, de 
ve even so to them, for this is the law and the 
prophets.” According to the preacher's inter 
pretation of this verse, our obligation to do fo 
our neighbor is exactly equal to our wish tha: 
he should do for as. All things whatsoever ye 
would that men should do te you, do ye ever 
sotothem. Do you covet half yourneighbor’ 
fortune? you ure bound by the Christian law 
of reciprocity, to give him half of yours. De 
you wish to burden bien with the support ot 
your family? you are bound to support his to 
an equal extent. But does not this prostrate 
the whole system of social intercourse? "This 
is the law and the prophets. Is there then ne 
means left by which we may escape the loss of 
our possession? There is but one and that 
quite as simple as the command, You must 
confine your wishes within proper limits. You 
must love your neighbor as yourself. ‘The 
more selfish you are, the tighter does this law 
bind you. ‘The more vou grasp after, the more 
you must give. Ifon the contrary, you wish 
nothing from others, neither, as far as this pre- 
cept is concerned, are you required to bestow 
any thing upon them. If your desires are 
neither selfish nor ungenerous, neither will the 
obligation of this precept bind hard upon you, 
If vou would not burden others, you need not 
he burdened yourself. * Moderate,” he says, 
“ vour own desires of service from others, and 
vou will moderate in the same degree, all your 
duties of service to others, which are measured 
by these desires.” “The commandment. is 
quite imperative, and there is no escaping from 
it: and ifa man by the excess of his selfishness 
should render it impracticable, then the whole 
punishment due to the guilt of casting aside

the authority of this commandment, follows in| 


that train of punishment which is annexed to 


selfishness. There is one way of being reliev- 
ed from such a burden, ‘There is one way of 
reducing this verse to a moderate and practi- 
cable requirement, and that is just to give up 
selfishness, just to stifle all ungenerous desires, 
just to moderate every wish of service or libe- 
rality from others, down to the standard of 
what is right and equitable.” This rule the 
preacher applies to the rich and the poor, 
teachin: the former to be generous, and the 
latter not to be rapacious.

Ss —, after much prayer and deliberation in 
view of the necessities of the cuse, having 
counted the cost, came forward and assumed 
the responsibility, in humble dependence on 
the grace of God, of erecting a house for his 
worship. ‘To effect this object he sold his little 
farm, receiving for it about $1,000 in cash or 
materials for building and labor, taking a 
mortgage for the secur ity of perhaps an equal 
sum, the use of which was to be paid in’ pro- 
duce for the support of himself and wife. 
Thus provided for, at the age of about sixty- 
seven years, he commenced with his disposable 
means, the contemplated building. He pro- 
cured what aid his means would command, 
and worked with his own hands tn its erection- 
and when his inoney was exhausted in procur- 
ing provisions for the laborers employed, he 
took the meat from his own barrel to supply 
them, and solicited additional supplies from 
neighboring towns, aud lived himself without 
meat for many weeks, that the house of the 
Lord might be builded. He was prospered in 
his undertaking, and in less than two years 
from the time of commencing the work, he had 
the pleasure of meeting, with the beloved 
church and congregation whom he had 
faithfully served, in a neat little stone church, 
the result of the blessing of God upon his own 
decision, economy, self-denial, and persever- 
anee, There it stands an ornament to the 
neighborhood, for whose spiritual benefit it 
has been erected, and a beautiful specimen of 
neatness, economy and durability. ‘The ex- 
pense of this house, allowing a fair price for 
the personal labor of the venerable Deacon, in 
addition to what he expended of his own means 
and what he solicited and procured from oth- 
ers, was about $2,500, and this IT was told is 
quite equal to the full value of the real estate 
owned by the male members of the church. 

« Having succeeded in the erection of a house 
of worship, Deacon S. was not weary in well 
doing. His self-denying labors were next di- 
rected to the support of the minister. In ad- 
dition to $25 which he subseribed towards the 
£200 raised by the congregation for this pur- 
pose, he beeame responsible, the last year, for 
the rent of the hired house in which the minis- 
ter resides, to the amount of $40. This sum 
he paid by erecting a small barn for the owner

* Having heard this account of the self-sacri- 
ficing liberality and perseverance of the vene- 
rable Deacon in his endeavors to sustain the 
chureh amid so many discouragements, 
sought au interview with him.

SUGAR BEET, 

Mr. Hammond,—The following facts, col- 
lected by observation, a short thie since, in 
relation to the cultivation of the Beet, in the 
Viciity of our City, day be interesting toa 
portion of the readers of the Gazette. 

When on a visit to the firm of our enter- 
prising citizen, Lot Pugh, 32) miles north of 
our city, Lsaw white Sugar Beets, raised from 
seed imported from France, which measured 
thirly inches in circumference, andl weighed 
after being removed from the ground and di- 
vested of foreign substances twenty-two pounds, 
Although the specimen which was treasured 
and weighed, was taken from a field of several 
acres, still it probably was not the Lurgest, for 
the greater part of the Crp ape irecl to be of 
eqaal magnitude, A’ Mangel Wurtzel from 
the same grounds, and raised from tnported 
seed also, oreasured 23 


inches in circumference, 

and weighed sixteen and a half pounds. tt 

must be ob erved thit as these Beets were re- 
moved from the earth on the 231 of August, 
they had uot attamed their tull growth. In- 
deed, it is probable that mpiny of the former | 
miiy measure three feet in circumference, and 

the litter two and a half, wheu they are fully 

grown, The manager of the farm, informed 
me that he raised fifty tons, actual weight, of 
Beets to the acre, last year, and that his crop 
is tnuch better the present season. He also 
said that it required but litthe more labor te 
raise fifty tons of Beets than fifty bushels of 
corn, While the former was quite as good for) 
horses, much better for cattle, and rather better 
for stuck hogs. He also asserted that sucking 

calves preferred Beets, when properly prepare | 
ed,tomilk. Indeed, Leould almost select from 

among 56 head of fine Durhim cattle those 

that had been fed during the last season on 

Beets. ‘They were not only fatter but smooth- 
er aud better grown than those that had been | 
kept on other food, 

Although eattle and hogs will eat Beets in a 
raw state, still they are much better when boil- 
el. Phe apparatus and fixtures used by Mr. 
Pach for boiling, or rather steaming, food for 
$90 hogs and 40 or 50 cows with other stock. | 
cost about $150, and consumes a quarter of a| 
cord of wood per day. 

Among the Durham cattle on the farm of! 
Mr. Pugh, I observed some very fine young} 
miles, and among them Lebanon, an auimal | 
of superior growth and figure. | 

Mr. P. has not attempted to make sugar 
from his beets, but if its manufieture is profit- 
able anywhere from this article, it would cere! 
tainly be so here, for no soil can produce a bet-! 
ter vrowth. "Pwo hands can prepare the ground, 
plant, and cultivate five acres of Beets inal 
season, and the product would doubtless yield | 
many tons of Saccharine matter, ; |

Escovursacement to Waeat Growrrs.— 
Mr. Chauncey Chapin of this town, raised on a 
piece of five acres of new land, the present sea- 
son one hundred and twenty-five bushels of| 
wheat, being twenty-five bushels to the acre. | 
Phe wheat is of the first quality, fit te be used 
as seed wheat, and most of it hus been sold for 
this purpose, at $2.50 per bushel, Atthis rate 
the whole value of the crops amounts to $312,- 
50, or 62,50, for each acre, The expense of | 
the labor in raising, gathering and threshing 
the wheat, Mr. Chapin e-timates at $10 per 
acre, expense of the seed S4, making the whole 
expense per acre $14. This deducted from 
the above sum of $62.50, leaves a clear profit 
per acre of $43.59, and on the whole crop, 
showing a profit of $242.50! Mr, Chapin es- 
tinates the value of the lind at $30 per acre, |

but in addition therete $13.50 per sere, oF on

Mi xoractunr or Cucese prom Potators.| 
—Chrese, itis said, of extremely fine quality, 
is made from potatoes in Thuringia and part 
of Saxony, in the following tanner: —Afier 
having collected a quantity of potatoes of good 
quality, giving the preference to the larce 
white kind, they are boiled in a eauldron and 
after becoming cool, they are peeled and re- 
duced to a pulp, either by means of a grate or 
mortar, To five pounds of this pulp, which 
ought to be as equal as Possible, is added N 
pount of sour milk, and the necessary quanti- 
ty of alt. The whole ix kneaded together 
aud the mixture covered up and allowed to lie

for three or four days according to the season. 
At the end of this time it is kneaded anew, and 
the cheeses are placed in little baskets, where 
the superfluous moisture is allowed to escape. 


They sre then allowed to dry in the shade, and | 


placed in layers in large pots or vessels, W here 
they must remain for fifteen days. The older 
these cheeses are, the more their quality im- 
proves, Three kinds of them are made. ‘The 
first, which is the most common, is made ace 
cording to the proportions above indicated; 
the second, with fonr parts of potatoes, aud 
two parts of curdled milk; the third, with two 
pirts of potatoes, and four parts of cow or ewe 
milk, "Phese cheeses have this advantage 
over every other kind, that they do not engen- 
der worms, and keep fresh for a great number 
of years, provided they are placec in a dry 
situation, and in well closed vessels.

Mitcn cows.—The Zoarites, a religious 
sect of Germans, on the Muskingum river, in 
Ohio, keep their mileh cows constantly in’ the 
stall, and feed them with the offal of the milk, 
hay, roots, &e. and they are said to yielt an 
extraordinary quastity of milk—some twenty 
quarts a day through the year. ‘They also pay 
particular attention to their cleanliness; their 
stalls are thoroughly washed daily, aud the wa- 
terused for this purpose is carefully collecte tin 
reservoirs, and applied in the form of liquid 
manure to their hot houses and gardens. 

In a late communication to the British Board 
of Agriculture, it is stated that thirty cows, one 
bull, four calves, and five horses, were fed 
through the summer from 15 acres of clover 
sown the preceding year. The labor of two 
men and two women was -ufficient to tend 
them, and the net produce of the season in but- 
ter, from June to October, was £19,105, near- 
ly $90 from each cow.—Silk Cullurist.

PropacatinG AppLe ‘Trers.—A new plan 
for increasing plantations of apple trees, has 
lately been carried into extensive practice, by 
the horticulturists of Bohemia. Neither seed 
hor grafting is required, The process is, to 
take shoots from the choicest sorts, insert them 
in a potatoe, and plunge both into the ground, 
leaving but an inch or two of the shoot above 
the surface. The potatoe nourishes the shoot, 
while it pushes out the roots; and the shoot 
gradually grows up, and becomes a beautiful 
tree, bearing the best fruit, without requiring 
to be grafted. Whatever may be the success 
of the undertaking, its novelty, at least, is an 
inducement to give it a fair trial.

HEATHEN INHUMANITY, 
We copy the following View of the character ofan 
atrocious Hindoo Prince, from one of oar recent files

think it ranks with any record we have ever read of 
human depravity. 


In 1815 a charge of murder was brought 
Agatmst the Zemindar Danoongjoy Bunje by his 
futher, who for his own previous crimes had 
been deprived of the zenuudary, and a reward 
proclaimed for his apprehension, Au investi- 
vatiouw i consequence took pl ice, When ita 
peared trom the evidence ofthe surviving 
tales of the seraglio, that the zemindar Da- 
noongjoy Bunje,in 1814,became impressed with 
the idea that his wives and the female part of 
the family had conspired to deprive him of his 
life, with the view of setting up his eldest son, 
named Bulbudder Bauje, as zemindar of the 
country. Under this alarm D moonwjoy cone 
fined a great many of his wives, con ‘ubines 
and shave girls, most of whom, from the inhu- 
tain treatment they received during their ime 
prisonment, died on the spot. The survivors 
deposed before the magistrate that they were 
all chained to a log of wood placed in the cen- 
tre of tvo rooms, with holes large enough for 
two legs; that being thus seated in piirs oppo- 
site to each other, each having one leg in the 
hole of the log, they were secured by a wooden 
pin; but the remaining legs wete placed on the 
top of the log, chained together in irons, Se- 
veral of them declared (one being only thirteen 
years of age) that they had w itnessed the death 
of the persou to whom they were chained until 
the corpse had become putrid and covered with 
worts, and as the marks on their limbs proved 
they had undergone ai least some part of the 
cruelties they had asserted, the black aud ma- 
lignant natare of the zemindar’s (disposition 
rendered the rest extremely.prob.ble,

Danoongjoy, aud to dismantle the strong for-

Anxious to establish or confute the assertions

must have remained a long time im the well, as 
all the flesh and hair were gone, and vothing 
remained perfect but the bones and teeth, the 
Whole corroborating the depositions as to the 
fact of the bodies having been thrown into the 
well.

present consequently seemed an excellent op- 
portunity to make an example of a most atro- 
cious petty tyrant, who subsequently emerged 
from the jungles, te which he had fled, and sur- 
rendered himself; but it does not appear that 
he ever suffered the punishment due to the 
enormity of his crimes,

It appears that a slave of a planter, 
Mr. Compton, informed his maser, that the ne- 
groes were forming plans to kill all the white males, 
and to spare the females and children—and that if be 
would go to a ceriain meeting house, where the ne 
groes assembled for the purpose of preaching, he 
would discover all their plans. Mr Compton did 
ge,in company with four others, but learned very 
little more of the matter. His informer then told 
him that the ringleader of the gang, was one of his 
own slaves,and that he had sworn vengeance against 
his master, for taking nim out of his house and send- 
ing him to tne field. ‘The plan of this fellow, it ap- 
pears, Was to raise an imsurrection, first at Alexan- 
dria, next at Natehitoches, and then to turn) their 
steps to Orleans, and kill all the whitest the ne 
groves, however, could not agree, which frustrated 
a'l their plans. One party was for sparing the wo- 
men and children, the other for an 
massacre.
